The idea of distinct col- 
leges as component parts of one universi- 
ty as a whole originated in Bulogna and 
I'iiris, where tho overcrowding and rise, in 
prices of lodgings bad led benevolent 
patrons to found collogn, where the stu- 
dents could be protected also by proper 
supi rvisiori 'from 
tlie corrupting inllu- 


ences of these communities.—Scribner's.

ONEVIEW OF IT. 


What the Sunday Qlotoe Correspon- 


dent Says of Bail road Matters. 


Page & Burtlett of this city, counsel 


for the Boston and Maine railroad in its 
contest with the aldermen of Portsmouth 
in regard to the extension of its electric 
railroad lines in this city, on Saturday 
received frcm Clerk A. J. Shurtleff of 
the supreme court of New Hampshire a 
letter announcing that the contentions 
of the counsel were all allowed, and 
that "as the certified case presents no 
errors of law tbe orders of the commis- 
sions rj a'6 valid and binding. 
Case 


discharged." 


As the .case was brought by tbe city, 


its diecharge- by the court gives tbe 
Boston and Maine a free hand to go 
ahead, under the decision of the railroad 
commissioners of the state. 


The coutest against the railroad is 


understood to fcave had three moving 
influences: First,the desire of tbe South 
End aldermen to force the road to extend 
the electrics to the South End before 
building 
the 
"Plains loop"; sec 


ond, the desirt of somebody to force the 
New Castle extension to cross the New 
Castle bridges; third, tbe wish of a cer 
tain element to give the Lovell syndi 
cate admission to near the center of the 
city with its rails, instead of obliging it 
to stop at the Plains, and there connect 
with the Portsmouth street railway's 
line. 


That the counsel for the Lovell syndi 


cate is also counsel for the city of Ports 
mouth in this fight, gives at least color 
of probability to the latter suggestion. 
If the Boston and Maine could be pro 
vonted from building the "Plains loop' 
until Oct. 1, the Lovell line would have 
u right ot way into the city as far as 
Middle street under the provisions o 
its charter from the legislature. 


At the last; meeting of ihe aldermen 


one of the South End members intro 
duced a resolution to revoke the lota 
tions previously granted in the streets 
the city, after all tha legal formalities 
had been complied with, to the Boston 
and Maine. This motion was lost, onl; 
its mover voting for it, but it has been 
stated that it would come up again a 
the next meeting and go through with 
a rush. 


But the Boston and Maine being sue 


tained by the supreme court, which 
agreed with the railioad comuiissiou, 
proposes to go ahead regardless of the 
opposition of the aldermen or any fac 
tion. One of its assistant engineers and 
a force of builders have been on wait 
ing orders for some time, ready to start 
in on construction, and it is positively 
stated that active work on the "Plains 
loop" will begij next week, and tint the 
extension will be rushed to completion 
as soon as possible.—Boston Sunday 
Globe, Portsmouth Correspondence.
